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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment "...a peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 having membrane transport activity..." to 
claim 32 and "...a peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 having homophilic activity..." to claim 21 raise the issue of new matter. The 
peptide having transport activity as disclosed at page 3 and 18 of the specification is a signal peptide membrane-translocating sequence 
(MTS) or human Grb2 SH2 domain as demonstrate by Rojas et al. The specification discloses peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 has 
immuno-stimulatory activity (see page 13, page 14). However, the specification does not teach the peptide consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1 in 
the Ig fuion protein has membrane transport activity or homophilic activity. All rejections remain. 
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
